The Reciprocity treaty between Cane- 
da and United States having been abro- 
_ gated daring the secession war, Con- 
gtess enacted a pumber of restrcitive and 


prohibitory laws thet have operated very 


injariously on the trade of Caoade. The 
latter, however, after trying patiently 
r after year to restore commercial re- 
tives to their former condition, sod 
withoss S7uy ne oer additional - restric- 
tions ob 0 fishermen who caaght 
and cured fish on the coasts of the Dom- 
inion, took « Suter atine’ a 
aginst the prohibitory ni 
States. Not only was the Canadian tariff 
- revised by imposing a higher duty on agr- 
cultarat and other products of the States, 
dat the privilege by which American fisher 
men were allowed to catch, land end care 
fish on the cosste of the era 
a license was changed. Nothivg appar- 
eatly could be more just to Provincial 
fishermen: than the change ; for whilat 
American fishermen under @ license could 
take in British’ waters his fish, and land 
and cure them on British soil, and carry 
them to the Stetes duty free, yet hie 
Provincial neighbor was ‘unable to sell 
his fish in the American market without 
paying a heavy duty. The tendency - of 
this unequol state of things between the 
fishermen of the two countries was to 
draw the Provincials into Annexation or 
at the very least to keep upa great deal 
of irritation. Tho vigorous policy of the 
Ottawa Cabinet has not only modified 
the political tendencies of the Provincials 
of the Meritime Provinees ; bat has re- 
vived the old ill feeling that existed in 
formeryears, when the New England 
fisberman were compelled to keep off 
shore or be seized by revenue cutters or 
Her Moajesty’s!craisers. Restriction and 
Prohibition: is a game that they find can 
be played on both sides of the line, and 
on the part o@the Canadians to the great 
disadvantage of American fisherman. ‘To 
express their discontent, and bully Con- 
grees intoto toking: further retaliatory 
measures, the Cape Ann fisherman have 
sent a meinorial to Congress, It states 
their and suggests their remedy, and 
is as follows: 
To the Honorable Senate {and House of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress assembled. 

This memorial respectfally represents that 
owing to the coercive principle adopted by 
the Dominion of Canada, whereby the treaty 
of 1816 is made the basis of arbitrary laws 
and regulations, the Fishing interests of the

To fore’ the United Statesto renew the 
Reciproci’yTreaty. 

To dive American fishermen from their 
waters, thereby reduciog the oumber of fisb- 
ing vessels, weakening the marine power of 
the United States, and making « monopoly of 
the fishing business in the hands of the 
Canadians to supp!y our markets. 

To this end they have captured American 
fishing vessels, broken up their voyages and 
confiscated their farcs. 

They have declared absolute non-inter- 
course with the fishermen of the United 
States, refusing the right to buy stores or 

- supplies at any of their ports—driving them 
from. their harbors where they bad sought 
shelter—refasing the landing or bondiag of 
American fish-or mackerel for export to the 
United States. They kave seized mackerel 
saved from vessels wrecked jon their coast, 
refuted supplies to disabled vessels, and bar- 
assed the fisbermen in a manner peculiar to 
British authority. — 

Your memorialists would therefore pray that 
® Non-Intercourse Act be passed similar in its 
effectsto that of Canada, whereby the same 
treatthent may be applied to all vessels bail- 
ing from ‘the British provinces as that suffered 
by Ame-ican fishermen. 

Also for an Act probibiting the importation 
of .English‘or Canaitian fish or mackerel, 
so longas American vessels are prohibited 
from taking fish or siackerel in so called 
British waters. 

Also that transportation in bond of mer- 
chandise for Canada through American terri- 
teries be prohibited until Canadian ports are 
opened for transportation in bond of Ameri- 
can fish, mackerel, of other merchandise to 
and from thé United States. 

Also that the United States demand fall 
and complete indemnity for vessels and car- 
goes*captured, and for all detentions and 
outra committed on fisbing vessels and 
their crews. by British armed vessels,

Factories, aid, if wo! mistake not, there 
is one in Washington Territory. Here, 
however, with s population of 80,000 
Indians, whose chief wealth consists in 
blankets, besides a white popalation of 
10,000, we-have not a single thread of 

woolen yarn spun or woven in the coun- 

try. We have in the Colony all that is 
required for such an industry, We have 
en abundance cf water to propel machin- 
ery ; we have a country as well adapted 
for growivg wool as anyother on this 
side of the continent ; we grow even now 
enough woul to make as maby or more 
pe than can be consumed in the 
eae the demand for blankets 
alone, out paying any attention to
